The long-pending suit of Receiver 


Cook, of the defunct Protection Life 
Insurance 
Company against a large 


number of tbe stockholders of that con- 
cern was decided by Judge Blodgett 
to-day. This matter came up on a pe- 
tition signed by assignee asking the 
court to make the stockholders named 
show cause why they should not bear 
their portion of the liabilities of the 
company. The decision was of import- 
ance because it involved the question 
of the liability of stockholders. The 
court denied the petifion. 
The princi- 


pal ground upon wbich the decision was 
based was the fact that the rules of the 
company provided that where a stock- 
holder iailed to pay an assessment he 
forfeited his stock and severed his con- 
nection with the company by such fail- 
ure.

The city of 
Decalur Ims.duringihe past year.through 
ils able < ominon council, made important 
and valuable improvements to its watei 
works, and as I really believe, has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an. iucxhauslible sup- 
ply of good, pure water from, the banks 
of tlie "classic Sangamon," a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished for, al 
though the water was at firat.and perhaps 
may be at present, slightly impregnate 
with a licture of tannin extracted from 
the oak timbers which entered into Hit 
construction of the reservoir, and, by th

authorities, that tannin as an astringent 
is highly beneficial and perfectly harm 
less.
